TOKIO, Sept. Asiatic

Asiatic peoples “against the aggres- 
sion of the Whites 

According to Japanese newspa- 
pers the promoters of the proposal 
met recently to discuss the sugges- 
tion of the Turaniens in Budapest 
that they amalgamate with the 
projected Asiatic League. The offer 
was declined, it ie said, but it was 
decided to ce-operate in the attain- 
ment of the common objective.

The executive power reposes in a 
Federal Council, composed of popu- 
larly elected delegates, each state to 
elect one Councilman and one alter- 
nate for the term of five years. Al- 
ternates may enter into the delibera- 
tions of the Council, but have no 
vote. From among their number the 


Councilmen elect one president and 


one vice-president, to hold office for 
one year. succeed 
themselves. 

The legislative branch reposes in 
two houses, one of Senators and the 
other of Deputies. The Senate con- 
sists of three Senators for each state, 
elected by the state Congress for the 
term of six years, and will renew 
itself by thirds every two years. The 
House Of Deputies is composed of 
popularly elected representatives in 
the proportion of one to every 199,- 
600 inhabitants or fraction of more 
than 60,000. The Deputies are elect- 
ed for four years and must renew by 
half every two years. 

The judicial power is vested fn a 
Supreme Court and other courts es- 
tablished by law. Supreme Court 
judges will be seven in number and 
will be elected for life by the Senate 
from a let of eligibles prepared by 
the Federal Council.

TAX BILL WILL 
BE SIDETRACKED 


Senate Not Likely to Take 
Action This Week. 


Canal Tolle, German 
Treaty Up First. 


President May Not Sign Be- 
fore December 1.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—-Tax leg- 
islation is likely to be sidetracked 
in the Senate a greater part of the 
‘coming week. 

While the Repullean members 
of the Senate Finance Committee 
will meet tomorrow to discuss the 
proposed compromise agreement af- 
fecting surtax rates, in@reased rates 
on estates, repeal of the transporta- 
tion taxes, restoration of the capital 
stock tax and elimination of some 
of the miscellaneous “nuisance” 
taxes, there will be no opportunity 
for consideration of the tax bill on 
the floor.

London, England, has 
population’ of 7,476,178, all located 
within a radius of fifteen miles of 
Charing Cross, or, in other words, 
London is but thirty miles from 
boundary to boundary, while from 
Point Firmin at Los Angeles Harbor 

Owensmouth is a distance of 
sixty miles. The city of London has 
24,000 uniformed police officers and 
2000 detectives, so that with a pop- 
wlation ten times that of Los An- 
geles, London has thirty-three times 


Chief Jones also called attention 
to the need of at least six additional 
police substations, so as to promote 
the efficiency of the department ‘in 
detailing officers immediately on 
calls. 


FORCES INCREASED. 
Reports gathered from other

PLAN IS HIT. 


Blight Calls It un-American 
and un-Christian. 


Says People Won't Tolerate 
Revival of Bigotry. 
Builder? Exchange Drafts 
Protest Regolution. 


Film censorship was hit resoun4d- 
ing whacks by Reynold E.. Blight 
yesterday in a talk before the 
Church of the People in which he 
declared that the plan “is un- 
American because it would erect the 
tyranny of a self-righteous and 
opinionated minority” and un- 
Christian “because the Christian 
ethic is to be established in the 
hearts and minds of men and not 


by legislative enactment.” Excerpts 
from his address follow: 

“In this discussion of moving-pic- 
ture censorship, democracy itself is 
on trial. The main issue has been 
obscured by passion and prejudice. 
The question to be answered is not, 
‘Shall we tolerate salacious and 
crime-inciting filma?’ The commu- 
nity is a unit in condemnation of in- 
decent pictures. “ 

“This is the question before us: 
Are the people capable of regulat- 
ing their own affairs or must they 
be placed in the care of nurses and 
guardians? Are the majority of 
the people so depraved and per- 
verted that the morality of the com- 
munity can be safeguarded only by 
superfmoralists backed by the po- 
lice? In a democracy public opis- 
fon, public intelligence and the pub- 
lic conscience must be the court of 
last resort and not the arbitrary 
rulings of a half a dozen citizens 
even though they be clothed with 
official authority. Censorship is an 
admission of social impotence, the 
decay of public sentiment.

NOT UN-AMERICAN, SAYS PAS- 


Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher in a 
prelude to his sermon last night in 
Temple Baptist Church, discussed 
the question, “Is it Un-American to 
Censor Movies?” Among other 
things, he said: 

“When I was a boy and living on 
a farm we milked the cows and 
took the milk to town and sold it 
without any inspector interfering 
with our so-called ‘personal liberty.’ 
But it was discovered that typhoid 
and tuberculosis germs could be 
communicated by impure milk. It 
was also discovered that dairymen 
could skim their milk, use the cream 


for making butter or other purposes 


and sell the blue milk, lacking in 
butter fat. to city folks to drink. ‘ 

“As @ consequence we passed a 
law and appointed milk inspectors. 
There isn’t a cow in California that 
is not inspected for tuberculosis 
germs and no dairyman sells any 


milk today without the product 
meeting t requirements of the 
law aseto butter fat and purity. 


When I sold milk, I dia not believe 
in tion, now that I drink 
it, I do believe in inspection. It is 
regarded as perfectly American to 
censor our milk and other food 
products. The pure food law of this 
country is being strictly enforced by 
inspectors appointed for that pur- 
pose, who see to it that poisonous or 
low-grade food is not sold to an in- 
nocent and unguspecting public. 
“We also have laws for the protec- 
tion of the mental growth and wel- 
fare of our people. No book setting 
ferth the ideas of Bolshevism or 
I. W. W.“ iam is admitted to the school- 
room. It is not regarded as un- 
American to thus carefully guard 
the minds of our young people. 
“In the next place the Advertia- 
ing Club of America has its ‘Better 
Business Bureau’ for the purpose 
of censoring all fake and false ad- 
vertisements. It is regarded as 
thoroughly American and praise- 
worthy for this great organization 
to insist on truth in advertising. 
“Tt is beyond my mental capacity 
to see how anyone can logically and 
consistently claim that the censoring, 
of moving pictures for the protection 
of the moral and spiritual welfare 
of our young people is un-American. 
there any person who has the 
ability to appreciate values, who 
would claim for one moment that 
moral and spiritual character is not 
of greater importance t ths 
body? Why then shotld anyone 
claim that it would be un-American 
to insist that the movie producers 


land exhYbitors should give us only 


clean and wholesome pictures? 

“I am not insisting on any partic- 
ular method, but I am insisting that 
some method is needed whereby 
clean pictures can always be had. 
Most parents haven't time to visit 
all the movie theaters to see if the 
pictures are fit for the children to 
see. But they are willing to pay 
taxes and have some one competent 
do it for them. If the City 


leutor is to do the work, then the 


City Council ought to provide him 
with an assistant thoroughly cap- 
able and qualified, who will give his 
whole time to watching the moving 
picture houses of the city and see 
that the law is strictly inforced 
against all who would the 
standards of decency.”

CHAPLIN OVATION. 

The English newspapers, just arriving, 
give amazing accounts of Charlie Chaplin's 
reception in England. Column after column. 
page after page, of nearly every London 
paper is devoted to the wild welcome of the 
comedian. Nothing quite like it has ever 
happened before. 


And perhaps the whole secret of the dit 


tle man's popularity is that he makes peo- 
ple laugh, takes them out of themselves, 
surprises them into joyous guffaws that 
their own lives could never provide. And, 
while it is for the most part “slapstick” hu- 
mor, yet it has always been clean humor. 
One need never be ashamed of laughing 
during a Chaplin play on the score of mor- 
als, although one might deprecate being so 


hilariously amused at such childish antics 


and simplicity. 

But his popularity is founded upon some- 
thing more substantial than mere buffoon- 
ery, for the public has witnessed and ap- 
preciated a steady progress towards the 
emotional, the artistic and the sensitive, 
even while embodying it in joyous nonsense. 
He has indeed become an artist, creating 
an appeal through a new medium, reaching 
the hearts of the millions in a language 
they understand, and crude only when it 
served an essentia] purpose. 

But Charlie, while maintaining clean 
standards, has never tried to awe, elevate, 
educate the public or preach to them. He 
has contented himself with making them 
laugh. And u is rather pathetic to observe 
how ardéntly the world wantéd laughter. 
Coming through the grim war days, through 
the direst debacles of human sorrow, Char- 
lie and his laughter made for sanity, helped 
to maintain the morale, saved the day from 


. blighting, blinding, deadening tears. The 


world blessed Charlie just because he was 
funny, just because he meant smiles and 
gigcies when clouds were darkest and 
hearts were nigh to breaking. Even his 
war play, “Shoulder Arms,” reflecting as-it 


did all the hideous discomforts and miseries 


to which the soldier was subjected, turned 
these tribulations into humor, into enter- 
tainment, made them funny so that the sol- 
diers themselves saw how funny they were 
and could never indulge in self-pity over 
such woes again.

COTTON CENTER 


Output of Southland, Arizona 
to Find Ready Market. 


Increase in Prices Expected to 
Boom Production. 


Buyers, Exporters Lining Up; 


Textile Mill Planned.

of Los Angele. 

The recent spectacular nise in the 
price of raw cotton, basis middling 
from around 12 cents a pound to 18 
and 19 cents has brought relief to 
the growers and interior banks in 


the Imperial and San Joaquin val- 
leys of California, and has opened 
up the first real movement of lo- 
staple cotton carried in Arizona since 
the gathering of the 1910 crop last 


fall. 

California short-staple cotton, 
which is of the finest quality and 
commands a slight premium over 
cotton grown in the South, is readily 
being taken by the buyers and ex- 
porters at close to 20 cents a pound. 
The 1921 crop, now being picked 
and ginned, is being eagerly bid for. 

The Unit States government es- 
timate, recdntly issued and showings 
that the 1921 crop in the United 
States probably will not exceed 8.- 
000,000 bales, has given the market 
a very bullish tone, and with good 
reason, for this 1921 crop is the 
smallest in the last fifteen years. In 
addition, the majority of the produc- 
tion for 1921 in the South is not of 
highest quality, on account of pest 
inroads and weather damages. This 
will have the effect of further in- 
creasing the value and the price of 
the California production. 

HEAVY CARRY-OVER. 

In Arizona, there was a carrTy- 
over of some 60,000 bales of s- 
staple cotton from the 1926 season. 
with practically no demand at anv 
except sacrifice prices throughout 
the last winter months. During the 
last few weeks, however, there has 
been a good demand for this long 
staple cotton at prices ranging from 
27 cents to 35 cents a pound for spot 
sales, and considerable auantities 
have been sold at these prices. 

The 1921 production of California, 
while following the acreage reduc- 
tion all over the cotton-growing area 
of the country. will produce ap- 


proximately 95,000 bales: some | de

Corona Company Builds in 


Mexico Holders for Four 
Million Barrels of Oil.

TAMPICO (Mex) Oct. 5.—Situ- 
ated in the outskirts of the suburb 
of Pueblo Viejo is one of the largest 
oll tank “farms” tn the world, now 
practically finished. It is that of 
the Corona Oi] Company, subsid 
of the Royal Dutch-Shell inte 
The contracting and manufacturing 
frm of M. R. Treadwell, Inc., of 
New York erected the tanks, which 
have a total storage capacity of 
4,400,000 barrels of ofl. The tanks 
number fifty-five, each of 64,000 
barrels capacity and sixteen, each 
of 65,000 barrels capacity. From 


these the company will obtain the 
oll supply for its big refinery at 
Chijol. A ten-inch pipe line con- 
nects the farm“ with the refinery 
The contract called for the comple- 
tion of eight tanks a month. 

Besides the tank construction, the 
M. H. Treadwell Company, Inc., in- 
stalled all the pipe work at the tank 
farm, consisting of sixteen-inch 
gravity and suction Unes to mp 
stations, comprising about 60,000 
feet of pipe: the ten-inch filling 
lines, comprising about $0.000 feet 
of pipet fire protective spray system 
comprising about 60,000 feet of four. 
six, eight and twelve-inch pipe, and 
miscellaneous pipe work and con- 
nections of various sizes. Together 
with this there was a mass of other 
work of lesser degree naturally as- 
sociated with an undertaking of this 
magnitude. 

The force on the erection of these 
tanks ranged from a few hundred 
men, at the beginning of the work.

Question Precedes All Else in 
Premiers Mind. 


Government and Financiers 
See Big Job Ahead. 


Condition of Foreign Ex-.

(BY CARLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH 

LONDON, Oct. 9.—With the re- 
turn of Lloyd George to London, the
